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Decay Can Be Prevented

” actual tests made 
pes mn the mouths of a 
group of children, that dental 
caries (decay of the teeth) can 
be prevented; and I can show 
from my experience and ob- 
servation that the majority of 
the eases of pyorrhea alveo- 
laris (a disease which destroys 
the bone and the soft tissues 
surrounding the roots of the 
teeth, and which is commonly 
known as Rigg’s disease) can 
be prevented also. 

Dental decay and Rigg’s 
disease are the two most pre- 
valent diseases known to man- 
kind. 

Decay of a tooth, unless 
corrected in its incipiency, 
leads.to the death of the dental 
pulp (commonly known as the 
nerve within the tooth), and 
consequently to an infection 
within the tooth, and at the 
ends of the roots of the tooth, 
producing some form of an 
abscess. From abscessed teeth, 
poisons are absorbed into the 
system producing many serious 
organic and _ constitutional 
diseases—diseases of the heart, 
kidneys, joints, etc. In cases 
of Rigg’s disease, which. de- 
stroys the bone and soft tissues 
surrounding the roots of the 
teeth there is nearly always a 
constant flow of pus from the 
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‘gums, and from the spaces be. 
tween the roots of the teeth, 

What has been said above 
in regard to the absorption of 
poisons from abscessed teeth, 
producing serious organic and 
constitutional diseases, applies 
also to cases of Rigg’s Aisease. 

In September 1921, I or. 
ganized a class of fifty children 
between the ages of six and 
twelve, which I termed the oral 
prophylaxis class, for the pur- 
pose of preventing, insofar as 
possible, all dental and oral 
diseases, but more especially 
dental decay. 

This class of children was 
put on certain prophylactic 
treatment, which will be de- 
scribed later, and which I be- 
lieved would be a complete 
success. So confident was I of 
the success of this prophylactic 
treatment, that I promised 
several skeptics I would be 
responsible, personally, for any 
dental decay in their children’s 
teeth, covering a period of 
twelve months. 

About the time the treat- 
ment was well under way, four 
children dropped out, leaving 
forty-six in the class. 

My statistics show that the 
average child between the ages 
of six and twelve develops from 
three to six cavities per year. 


At the beginning of this aed 


treatment in September 1921, 
these forty-six children had 4 
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four cavities in their permanent 
teeth, which were filled at that 
time. The entire number of 
new cavities developed by the 
entire class, covering a period 
of one year from September 
1921 to September 1922, was 


‘Bonly eight. Therefore the re- 
‘Eduction of dental decay for 


this class was about 95 per 
cent for the year. 

These eight cavities were in 
the mouths of six children; the 
forty others have a perfect 


‘Bscore. Six of these new cavities 
“BH were the result of disobedience 


on the part of four children, 
and could have been prevented. 
The other two new cavities 


| were charged to the frailties of 


humanity. The members of 
this class are still under treat- 
ment, and at this writing no 
other cavities have developed. 

The method by which the 
above results were obtained is, 


‘Bbriefly, as follows: at the be- 


ginning of the treatment each 
child’s teeth were very tho- 
roughly cleaned, polished and 
examined; all cavities were 
filled, and each child was taught 
by practical demonstration to 
cleanse thoroughly its teeth 
and the surrounding gum 
tissue after each meal. In 
other words, the child was 
laught to cleanse thoroughly 
its entire mouth by the use of 
tooth-picks, floss-silk, and the 
tooth brush. 

Each child reported at my 
fice, by appointment, once 
each month, and its teeth were 
thoroughly polished and exam- 

If at any time a child’s 
teeth showed a lack of home 
care, it was shown what to do 





and how to doit; and its mother 
was notified by phone or letter 
to see that the child obeyed. 

In view of the fact that each 
child’s teeth were examined 
once each month, all dental de- 
cay was seen and checked in its 
incipiency, consequently there 
was no chance for exposure of 
the dental pulp or the forma- 
tion of dental abscesses. 

It has been my experience 
and observation, covering a 
period of twenty-two years, 
that ghe great majority of the 
cases of pyorrhea, or Rigg’s 
disease, are caused by dirty, 
filthy mouths and poor dental 
repair work, such as over-lapp- 
ing fillings, improperly con- 
structed crowns, bridges, etc. 

Now, since the children of 
my oral prophylaxis class are 
growing up in the habit of 
keeping their mouths tho- 
roughly clean, and their teeth 
highly polished, the two main 
factors (dirty, filthy mouths 
and poor dental repair work) 
in the production of pyorrhea 
will be eliminated. 

I realize that in a paper like 
this it is almost impossible to 
describe fully all the minute 
details of this method of pre- 
vention, which I have followed 
since September 1921; however 
I take great pleasure jn teach- 
ing the method, in all of its 
details, free of charge, to any 
one who wishes to learn. 

It is my opinion, based on ob- 
servation, that the dental hy- 
gienists render this class of serv- 
ice much better than the aver- 
age dentist; and I hope the day 
is not far distant when we will 
have thousands of dental hy- 
gienists and very few dentists.

The real value of 
my equipment is not altogether 
in the quality of the workman- 
ship but is largely in the 
quality of the service on the 
equipment maintained by my 
dealer. A good service depart- 
ment will do more to bring 
about a closer relationship 
between the dentist and his 
dealer than anything within 
my knowledge. 

Let us look at service in 
another light. I will ask the 
question—how many men, 
young in dentistry, fail because 
they are not acquainted with 
the casual laws of business? 
Is there not a great field for 
the dealer in lending a helping 
hand to show the way for the 
young man to conduct his 
affairs so as to get the fullest 
net returns? I have thought it 
would be a great thing for the 
dealer to have a bookkeeping 
system installed in his offices 
and give service in auditing. 
Few practitioners really know 
what it costs to do business. 
I do not believe that fifteen 
per cent of the practicing den- 
tists know, at the end of each 
year, whether they have made 
or lost money on the year’s 
work. There seems to me to 
be a great field for someone in 
this line. 

For many years, there has 
been a cry that the dealer is 
robbing the dentist. This 
statement is absurd on the face 
of it, if I am to judge by my 
own observation extending 
over more than thirty years, 
for in that time I have failed 
to see any great fortunes made 
by dental dealers, whereas, on

After all,the goods 
are practically the same and it 
is the service that counts. 

I am quite convinced that 
the dealers. are anxious to 
co-operate in everything 
which tends towards the scien- 
tific advancement, as well as 
the mental and mechanical 
attainment of the profession. 

To this end, it has occu 
to me that it might be wise on 
the part of this body to offer a 
prize of some type, to be com- 
peted for once a year, in the 
realm of scientific research. 
I- know a great many difficul- 
ties will arise in the working 
out of this problem, but if it 
can be accomplished in a 
satisfactory and ethical way, I 
feel sure it will be of mutual 
benefit. My present sugges- 
tion is that this body secure a 
large number of reprints of Dr. 
Bloodgood’s article, “Cancer 
of the Tongue, a Preventable 
Disease,”’ and distribute them 
through the dealers to the 
profession. The knowledge 
thus distributed would unques- 
tionably be a factor in saving 
the lives of many people. 

I have always been a firm 
believer in the application of 
ethics to business conditions. 
I do not believe the standard 
of trade ethics should be the 





slightest bit below the standard 
of professional ethics, and the 
sooner the dealers adopt this 
high standard, the quicker wjjj 
come a mutual understanding 
between the dentist and the 
dealer. Personally, my owy 
relations with my dealer haye 
always been most cordial, | 
never forget that he is as hu. 
man as I and has feelings just 
as I, myself, have and simply 
because he sells me my supplies, 
I have no right to take any ad. 
vantage of him in word or deed, 

Let us hope that from this 
short address, something of 
value may result. I have often 
wondered if Statler’s policy 
of ““The guest is always right” 
could not be applied to the 
dental trade. While it would 
not be entirely practical, a poli- 
cy of this type might be of value. 

There is no short road to suc- 
cess. It is a long, hard, steady 
pull. The road is narrow and it 
requires constant and critical 
observation of the guide posts. 
Yet success is within the grasp 
of everyone who has the abil- 
ity to work with an eye single 
to some definite purpose. 

I have often wished that 
dental dealers had certain 
definite policies which could 
be of universal application. 
I know that much has been 
done in this direction but there 
are still many opportunities 
for improvement. 

And so I would suggest, in 
closing, to avoid the spirit of 
‘The Man WhoStood Still,”’but 
move forward in a business rest- 
ing on the enduring pillars of 
Service, Truth and Depend- 
ableness!

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evidence that he is making 
this a life work and is not 
looking upon it as a passing 
fancy. 

He certainly did lambast 
the cheap dental X-ray labor- 
atories that make full mouth 
pictures for $5 which nobody 
could interpret. In addition, 
he spoke about the medical 
clinics sending out a lot of 
bum X-rays that nobody 
could interpret, and that they 
can’t interpret themselves, 
X-rays that are made by a lot 
of young kids who don’t know 
a central from a third molar— 
who have never seen the in- 
side of a dental college—and 
then send out their interpreta- 
tions broadcast to the dental 
profession with the hopes that 
they may be accepted; how 
the work in general has been 
abused because of this con- 


dition, and how to correct it 


was a big part of his subject. 

However, he didn’t only 
tell you all about the abuse of 
the work but he comes right 
back with the evidence and 
shows you how to get some 
real X-ray pictures that really 
can be interpreted. 

I know, personally, that the 
X-ray does not reveal every- 
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thing that we like for it to. 
However, if made as he makes 
them and interprets them, a 
great deal more information 
can be gotten out of them 
than we have been getting. 

What pleased me about his 
talk was his credit to Dr. 
Raper. I inferred from his 
lecture that he was at one 
time associated with Dr. 
Raper and was a big enough 
man to give Raper credit for 
all that he had done for him 
and likewise for the profession. 

When Dr. Raper wrote 
that first book on radiography 
I, for a great many years, used 
it as I would a Bible. 

A controversy by a group, 
as to who was the first man to 
use the X-ray in dentistry, 
followed after Simpson’s talk. 

One cannot help mention- 
ing that Dr. Van Woert, of 
New York and Dr. Kells, of 
New Orleans, were the first 
ones to use the X-ray in con- 
nection with dentistry. Per- 
sonally I am unable to answer 
the question as to who was 
the first one. However, both 
are exceptionally good men. 
I don’t think either one of 
them would have a dispute 
one way or the other over the 
priority of the use of the X- 
ray, as both have been staunch 
contributors to our dental 
literature and have been a 
credit to the dental profession. 

The next individual on the 
program was Dr. F. E. Roach, 
of Chicago, on partial den- 
tures. At this meeting the 
committee assigns the time 
and Roach could not say that 
the time allotted was not suffi- 





cient to present his subject, 

The doctor spent a lot of 
time with another Casting 
machine that also has com. 
bined a porcelain fusing ar. 
rangement. I, personally, 
have always been in favor of 
the dental depot selling all of 
our accessories. That is why 
we have depots and on the 
whole they are conducted by 
men of considerable experi- 
ence, and when they don't 
load up on a lot of junk that 
don’t sell and they can't 
handle, they should not be 
blamed for not having on 
hand every new device that 
has not stood the test of time, 
The other outlet is often a 
dental meeting and often the 
committee in charge is in- 
nocent as they are not re. 
sponsible for all that a clinician 
does. 

My experience in partial 
dentures has been full of 
griefs, as it is impossible to 
work out all of the intricate 
problems connected with par- 
tial dentures. This is not the 
first occasion on which I have 
heard Roach and I am frank 
enough to admit that I lean 
toward the technic of Coum:- 
mer of Toronto, Canada. 
Coummer has done a great 
work in relation to classif- 
cation of partial dentures and 
he is really arriving at a basic 
principal on which to con 
struct partial dentures. 

You can’t go on construct: 
ing partial dentures in one 
case like you can in another— 
every case is a case to itself, 
and demands some originality 
on the part of the operator, 
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coupled with a lot of good 
gnse. There are teeth that 
won't stand the stress of a lot 
of attachments that have been 
advocated. If you have the 
same experience that I have 
had, having a lot of partial 
dentures that have been a 
menace to the patient, con- 
structed along suggested lines, 
you will go slow, and mark 
time and be satisfied with 
something that is not as com- 
plicated but more simple. 
After all, when you stop to 
analyze everything in life that 
is good it is very simple, not 
of a complicated nature. 

Now the five clinicians have 
presented to the entire as- 
sembly that which they pro- 
posed to give in their clinics 
and those in attendance are 
now divided up into groups of 
about sixty to the group and 
the clinician repeats his clinic 
to each group. 

He doesn’t have a very easy 
time of it as he starts his clinic 
at 9:30 in the morning and at 
10:15 the bell rings; he stops 
and is taken to a room where 
the clinicians are assembled 
and given lemonade and have 
areal place to rest. At 10:30 
he is back again and clinics 
until 12. In the afternoon he 
starts to clinic at 2 p. m. and 
clinics until 3:15 and at 3:30 
he clinics again until 5 o’clock. 

The clinician details his 
clinic and most of them use 
models. Some use patients 
and the work was carried out 
in front of you so that you 
could not help gaining the 
knowledge that these men have 
obtained by their experience, 





their originality and foresight. 
All have the ability to impart 
their work in a manner that 
was very pleasing to those in 
attendance. 

Dr. Edmund Kells, of New 
Orleans was in attendance. 
I shook hands with him and 
he said he has never missed 
one of the meetings at Atlanta. 
When you see a man who has 
been engaged in dentistry as 
long as he has been and con- 
tinues to be as eager to obtain 
more knowledge and to learn 
some of the truths that we are 
all after, a lot of fellows that 
are always talking about re- 
tiring and never do should 
hike to the-woods. The doc- 
tor is not only a good dentist, 
but is possessed of a lot of 
good sense to go with it. 

You never see him: run for 
an office or politically obligate 
himself or see him exploit an 
unknown dental problem, as 
he is too practical for that— 
and doesn’t he swing a wicked 
pen? 

What he said about the 
Mayo clinic was a plenty. 
I wrote him after the article 
appeared and congratulated 
him upon his stand. I also 
looked for a reply to the arti- 
cle, but you will never see it. 
Well, if they ever go to the 
mat my money is on Ed Kells. 
They say he got so many re- 
plies from all over the country 
that he had to get up a form 
letter to acknowledge the re- 
ceipt of them. 

Quite a character is Tom 
Hinman around the meeting. 
He is a thorough executive 
and takes quite a pride in the 
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Mid-Winter Clinic, and also 
has the clinicians out to his 
home as his guests. It’s quite 
an assembly to have all of this 
talent around the dinner table 
with the belle of the South at 
one end of the table and Big 
Tom at the other end, An- 
other fine looking Tom that is 
as smart as his daddy and 
with the refinement of the 
mother is a rare treat to round 
out the party, and the dinner 
served would make the chefs 
in this or any other country 
envious. I have read and 
been told of the wonderful 
Southern ccoking, but I failed 
to remember at this dinner all 
of the things that the dieti- 
tians have been preaching to 
us at all dental meetings re- 
cently. 

It’s the fad now, since they 
don’t talk about facial infec- 
tions. They are on diet now. 
Well, I’ll take a chance on my 
digestive tract any time for a 
dinner like that which was 
served to us. You see I was 
not a clinician, I was just in- 
vited in, and they talked 
about me but I couldn’t say 
a word as Kells was there and 
he has been in correspondence 
with me and by every other 
known means, trying to spot 
me. 

One of the evening sessions 
was given‘over to Dr. A. J. 
McDonough of Toronto, 
Canada, Essayist for the 
Southern Academy of Perio- 
dontoclasia. The Doctor 
made us all think of the 
damage we have been guilty 
of when bridges are made, 
partial plates with attach-

ments. improperly made and 
the many other abuses that 
we should correct so as not 
to invite so. many disturb. 
ances, loss of contact and oc. 
clusion. 

The close of the meeting 
finds all in attendance ep. 
thused and anxious for the 
next meeting the following 
year. They don’t mind the 
fifteen and are pleased to 
contribute as this all goes into 
a pot which goes to defray 
the expense of the meeting; a 
part goes into a reserve fund, 
and the rest is divided uw 
among the clinicians, not a; 
pay, but to show appreciation, 

The clinicians all work hard 
but they know how to treat 
them. They meet the clinician 
at the depot at the time his 
train arrives, drive him to the 
hotel, have a good room with 
a bed he can sleep on, and 
each morning a newspaper 
from his own home town and 
some flowers to top it off. Oh! 
these Atlanta Boys do it up in 
proper style. 

The list of names on the 
program, of those who do the 
work, is too long to publish, 
but I may say that every den- 
tist who is a dentist in Atlanta 
does his share and they should 
all be proud of their meeting, 
which is one of the best con- 
ducted in this country. 

A great many sections 
have tried the same scheme, 
but it soon dies out and fails 
usually due to getting top 
heavy with paid talent who 
work themselves around a lot 
of weaklings on the committet 
who don’t know any better;

Wed to me, and a- 
mongst other conditions was 
apulpless lower first bicuspid 
which had an abscess on it. 

Apparently there was no- 
thing unusual about the case, 
but before I got through with 2, 
there was something very 
unusual the matter with that 
very same measly little bicus- 
pid tooth. 

Upon opening into it, I found 
the root canal extremely fine. 
That was not such a very bad 
find, but I very soon made 
another “‘find,”’ and that found 
the extreme end of a Twentieth 
Century smooth bristle secure- 
ly lodged at the end of the root 
canal, while the rest of it was 
inmy hand, and this certainly 
was an unfortunate find. 

There it was, plainly to be 
seen in the skiagraph, less than 
one eighth of an inch of the 
bristle at the very end of the 
root, and it was there for keeps, 
for there was absolutely no 
way, of which I knew, by 
which I could get it out. I 
surely was disgusted. 

Just about this time, I had 
a brilliant idea. If I could not 
get the bristle out through the

crown, I certainly could get 
it out from the other end. All 
I had to do was to “pull the 
tooth,” fish out the bristle 
from the end of the root, fill 
the canal and replant the 
tooth. Now wasn't that a 
happy thought? So I ex- 
plained it all to my little 
patient, and, of course, she 
agreed. She wanted to save 
her tooth. 

At the appointed time for 
the replanting, and while we 
were all busy getting things 
ready, I had a peculiar fore- 
boding—honest to goodness I 
had. I experienced a feeling 
that I had never experienced 
before. What if I broke the 
tooth! And “Lo and beholes”’ 
—as Uncle Remus would say 
—if I didn’t up and break off 
the very tip end of the root just 
as I foreboded! 

Can you imagine my feel- 
ings? First the bristle and 
then the end of the root. Great 
Scott! I had extracted scores 
of teeth for the purpose of re- 
planting, and this was the 
“first time it ever happened.” 
So much for that. foreboding. 
I hope I will never forebode 
again. 

And there, sticking out 
from the end of the root was 
the cause of the trouble, for 
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the. bristle was protruding 
about one sixteenth of an inch. 

Now, if the broken bristle 
was not over one-eighth of an 
inch long, as shown by the 
skiagraph, and here was one- 
sixteenth of an inch protrud- 
ing, that showed what a measly 
little piece of root was left in 
the bone. 

If ever a man was disgusted 
to the core, it was I, when 
suddenly the old adage, “Faint 
heart ne’er won fair lady”’ 
came to my mind, and I said 
to myself, ““Why not replant 
it anyway?” No sooner said 
than—no, not done, but start- 
ed. 

I gave myself a hard shake, 
and all that disgust just van- 
ished into thin air. I got busy, 
and with the little wedges 
which I use for removing root 
fragments without much dam- 
age to the walls of the sockets, 
I finally teased the contempti- 
ble little root end out of place, 
whereupon the rest of the 
tooth was replanted as usual, 
‘and in a few days the patient 
left for home. She lives a 
couple of hundred miles away. 

Just before leaving, she 
asked for her bill. This was a 
poser. Now I am a firm be- 
liever in itemized bills. Should 
it read: 

“For breaking off in- 
strument in root end.. $1.00 

“For breaking off end 
Pubes: or. ie. 

“For digging out root 
end (break due to rot- 
ten operation)........ 

“For replanting the

Well, hardly. A bill like that 
certainly would not look well 
Her father might be fussy 
enough to object to some of 
those items. One never cap 
tell. 

Of, course these are not my 
regular charges for work of 
that kind, but as no one js 
interested in my fees, we will 
let it go at that. I usually get 
more than $4.00 for replanting! 
Then, again, I rather feared 
that the replanted tooth might 
not prove satisfactory, as it 
was replanted under such un- 
favorable circumstances. I do 
hate to unload a “gold brick” 
upon a patient. 

The solution of the problem 
was this: For all this very 
scientific and unusually skilful 
work, I told her there would be 
no charge made at present. At 
the end of a year, she could 
either send me the tooth ora 
check for $4.00, and I let it go 
at that. You see I never do 
make a charge for breaking off 
root canal instruments when 
I cannot get them out. 

This patient called to see me 
the other day, just nine months 
after the tooth was replanted, 
and the tooth looked appareni- 
ly satisfactory, and a skiagraph 
showed an apparently satis- 
factory condition at the end of 
the root, so I believe I will get 
my check in June after all. So 
much for following the old 
adage “‘Faint heart ne’er won 
fair lady.”

These wonderful 
artists are all members of 
dancing families, and their 
training begins, literally, in the 
cradle. Exercises are given the 
little tot very early in life 
mpwhich tend to develop the 
m™pmuscles used in dancing, so 
that when but a mere child it 
is able to stand on its toes. 
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; The Young Should Chew

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And standing on one’s toes is 
an accomplishment that few 
are able to achieve when at- 
tempting it for the first time 
later in life. 

The same is true of tumblers, 
tight-rope walkers and ac- 
robats, as well as jugglers and 
prestidigitators. who are 
preeminent in their calling, 
whose muscular activity and 
control is perfected to the point 
of expertness, must, perforce, 
begin their training early in 
life: Even-in golf nowadays 
we find the champions among 
the erstwhile caddies, who, as 
lads of tender age, learned to 
swing a club when they were 
hardly able to carry a bag. 

The fact that the fullest 
measure of muscular develop- 
ment is dependent upon in- 
fantile training does not, of 
course, mean that without such 
training no proficiency at all 
can be achieved. On the con- 
trary, our muscles are suscepti- 
ble to development at almost 
any time of life. Although it is 
vain to expect a sixty-year old 
business man to learn to walk 
the tight-rope, or a seventy- 
year old woman to learn toe- 
dancing; yet on any golf course 
one may see elderly gentlemen 
who are accomplishing wonders 
in the way of nerve control 
and balance, and an evening 
spent on any of our well-known 
Gay White Ways will show 
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many [sixty-year old flappers 
who can almost dance on their 
toes. 
Yes, even late in life, muscles 
can be developed, nerves can 
be built up, joints can be lim- 
bered. But with teeth! Ah, 
that is “something else again.” 
The teeth are all “sot” before 
the child is twelve years old, 
so anything we wish to do in 
the way of developing them 
must be done long before that 
time. 

All parts of the body are 
normally supplied with plenty 
of blood, but if any one part is 
exercised more than the rest 
that part draws more than its 
share of the normal blood 
supply, and is, in consequence, 
made stronger. For instance, 
if your baby lies on his back 
waving his arms, kicking his 
legs, and crying lustily, he is 
developing his lungs, his legs 
and his arms. 

By the same token, when an 
Eskimo baby is permitted to 
chew all day’long at a piece of 
tough walrus blubber, he is 
being encouraged to develop 
his jaws and teeth by assuring 
them a bountiful supply of 
blood during their formative 
period. The gums are kept 
hard and healthy. As each 
tooth comes through it is kept 
perfectly clean by the constant 
ies against it of the blub- 


A clean tooth does not decay. 

When his second teeth com- 
mence to form, the roots of his 
baby teeth are practically 
certain to be absorbed in nor- 
mal fashion, a process which 
permits each permanent tooth 


| 


to take its rightful place in the 
mouth. These, in turn, are 
kept clean by the same me. 
chanical means for, although 
the baby has by this time 
outgrown his infancy, Eskimo 
children eat coarse foods which 
they must chew thoroughly 
before they can swallow them. 

The force of mastication 


develops the superior maxil-}; 


lary, the facial and nasal bones 
thereby giving full, free nasal 
passages and eliminating 
cause of mouth-breathing— 
nasal polpii, adenoids, etc. 
—that sequence of trouble 
which keeps the nose and 
throat specialist busy, even in 
the nurseries of our more civil- 
ized communities. 

So much for the Eskimo 
baby; now let us turn from the 
benighted heathen which pop- 
ulate the cold and icy North 
and have a look at your baby. 
He has crying: must be 
asleep. No, he’s not asleep; 
on the contrary he is content- 
edly lying flat on his back, feet 
in air, chewing away with all 
his might at both of his hands. 
Hungry? Not a bit of it: he 
won’t be hungry for thirty-five 
minutes yet, so regular is he in 
his habits. Why, then, is he 
making such frantic endeavors 
to chew his hands off? Is he 
really trying to eat, or is it 
merely Nature’s way of giving 
his teeth some much-needed 
exercise? Is not your baby 
directed by the same instinct 
which keeps the Eskimo baby 
busy with his blubber, or, for 
that matter, the setter pup 
busy with an old gum shoe? 

Give him the “pacifier?” 
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Mercy, no! An _ eminent 
British physician tells us that 
there are millions of disease 
germs on every “pacifier” in 
capitivity, to say nothing of 
the distortion of mouth and 
jaws due to constant sucking 
upon this man-made substitute 
for a mother’s breast. 

It was not always thus, as 
is evidenced by the fact that 
our grandparents during the 
earliest years of their lives 
industriously polished “‘drum- 
sticks.” Indeed, some “for- 


‘| eigners” even now permit their 


very young children to gnaw 
on hard crusts of rye bread. 
But our present-day American 
babies are not allowed any 
solid foods until the temporary 
teeth are almost fully formed. 
Even then their food is so care- 
fully prepared, so thoroughly 
cooked, that it can be, and is, 
swallowed with little or no 
mastication. 

As baby grows older and is 

rmitted to come to the 

reakfast-table with the fam- 

ily, he is given some “cereal” 
—containing all the necessary 
phosphates and the other ele- 
ments which form bone and 
tissue—well soaked and soft- 
ened with cream and sugar. 
This may be followed by a 
coddled egg, a roll or some 
toast properly softened with 
butter; all washed down with 
a glass of milk or a cup of 
cocoa; and then away he goes 
to school. 

On his way home for lunch- 
eon he buys from the old candy 
woman on the corner a paper- 
protected lollipop which she 
selects from her netting-covered 





basket. This gives his teeth 
the nearest approach to exer- 
cise they have had today, but 
the beneficial effect of the ex- 
ercise necessary to crunch the 
lollipop is probably more than 
off-set by the overloading of 
his stomach with the highly 
concentrated charge of sugars 
of various sorts of which the 
lollipop is composed. 

With his appetite dulled by 
the cloying sweetness of the 
lollipop—it’s positively mar- 
velous how robust an appetite 
can be killed by a penny’s 
worth of candy—he sits down 
to a luncheon which differs in 
no essential particular from 
his breakfast, but he doesn’t 
eat a great deal. And so, when 
he begs for a dime to be 
spent for an ice-cream soda 
later in the afternoon, you 
yield in deference to his “‘deli- 
cate appetite,” and he enthu- 
siastically loads into his little 
tummy a characteristically 
American mixture of ice-cream 
floating in a few ounces of car- 
bonated water, colored and 
flavored with various sorts of 
coal-tar derivatives. 

The evening meal in all prob- 
ability gives his teeth more 
exercise than have breakfast 
and luncheon, but none too 
much, at that. If the vege- 
tables are not cooked enough 
the cook gets a talking-to, and 
if the roast is not tender you 
change butchers. 

The head of one of the pack- 
ing companies says that the 
American people will eat none 
but the choicest cuts taken 
from the finest animals. From 
the dental standpoint, I wish 
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to decry this custom. Cer- 
tainly there is no better exer- 
ciser and developer of the 
teeth and jaws than an old- 
fashioned, tough beef-steak. 
Did you ever find a row of 
bread crusts hidden away 
under the edges of your boy’s 
plate? Look in his mouth, and 
the reason for his action will be 
apparent. Decayed teeth and 
sore, bleeding gums. Even 
now, I remember my childish 
fear that I would never become 
a man because I could not 
eat the “trusts” as did my 
brothers. 
And so it goes. The baby 
teeth become decayed; the 
permanent teeth erupting into 
a hotbed of decay are soon 
affected, too. You take the 
child to a dentist but the oper- 
ations are painful and the 
decay progresses so rapidly. 
In short, it is now too late! 
“But,” I can hear you all 
say in chorus, “‘Eat vegetables 
raw. Use the cheap cuts of 
meat.” Yes. Yes. I know, 
raw carrots are fine. Many 
other vegetables have a better 
flavor raw than cooked, but 
in my family it is as difficult 
to get a child to eat raw vege- 
we es as it is to ae gry 
apper to give up her flask.

fact of the matter is that I am 
getting along in years and my 
teeth are none too good. | 
could hardiy ask my wife to 
make a practice of serving two 
meats—one tough enough to 
develop the youngsters’ teeth 
and the other tender enough to 
be relished by those of us whose 
childhood is well in the back- 
ground, So there you are. 

I believe that our diet should 
be well balanced. I am a firm 
supporter of the movement 
against the devitalizing of 
foods. And the movement is 
making itself felt. Why, even 
some members of the medical 
profession are advocating the 
use of whole-wheat bread! 
So it will be but a short time 
before we can all obtain food 
that nourishes in the fullest 
sense of the word. Food that 
contains all the lime salts 
necessary to complete well- 
being. Our only trouble will 
be to have the proper propor: 
tion of these lime salts depos- 
ited in the teeth and jaws, and 
not higher up in the head. 

I think of those wonderful 
work-shops set up in the jaws 
so early in life where temporary 
scaffolds are put . up—nay, 
complete working models are 

e and set up ready for use 
—with every detailed arrange- 
ment made for the final, per- 
manent structures which are 
to be wedged into place, for- 
cibly enlarging the jaw and 
expending the bones of the 
face. Now, this work-shop 
requires, relatively speaking, 
enormous quantities of raw 
material and the “Big Boss” 
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(in whichever endocrinal gland 
the doctors may have him 
located this year) is hard put 
to it at times to supply the 
demand, for he has other and 
similar work-shops in every 
bone in the body. So, as soon 
as he realizes that he is con- 
fronted with an uneven de- 
mand for material he takes a 
run up to the jaws to look 
things over. He immediately 
sizes up the situation. ““‘Why,” 
he says, “This child is not 
using his teeth. He is using 
his legs and arms all the time 
and I must put this valuable 
material where the most use 
will be made of it.’” So he puts 
the men in the teeth work-shop 
on part time. They go out on 
strike, arbitrate, go to work 
again half-heartedly. And so 
on, with the result that the 
teeth are only half built, of 
poor material, and the child 
early in life acquires the “‘golden 
smile,” (or, nowadays, “‘por-

gums on the present market is 








celain-smile’’) characteristic of. 


that they are too much like 
candy. Pure, refined chicle 
makes a wonderful chew. This, 
of course, is the base of practic- 
ally all brands of present-day 
chewing gum, but it is thinned 
down with softer gums—quite 
as wholesome as chicle, no 
doubt, but lacking its resiliency 
—to the point where the blend 
of gums is not stiff enough to 
give the teeth and gums any 
real exercise. Spruce gum is 
fine for the purpose under dis- 
cussion, but children do not 
take to it at all readily in this 
candy-consuming age. 

It seems to me that a gum 
could be produced which would 
possess the greater number of 
good points and the minimum 
of defects. By good points I 
mean: (1) Stiff enough to give 
the jaws real exercise. (2) A 
flavor which will be popular 
with the kiddies. (3) Possibly 
enough medication to give 
slight antiseptic and bleaching 
properties. The defects are 
(1) Too much sugar, both cane 
and corn syrup. (2) Too great 
a proportion of gums other 
than chicle. 

Apart from the matter of 
exercising the teeth and jaws, 
the chewing of gum is of benefit 
to the dentist. It is a great 
“cavity-finder.” It also cleans 
otherwise inaccessible nooks 
and crannies of the tiny par- 
ticles of food which defy the 
best efforts of tooth brush and 
dental floss, to say nothing of 
the humble tooth pick. 

It is estimated that of our 
more than one hundred million 


inhabitants about one of every 
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half-dozen people is a more or 
less regular gum chewer. 
That’s a much higher per- 
centage than attends profes- 
sional baseball games, and base- 
ball is, admittedly, our national 
sport. I believe that there is 
no need of a defense of this 
great American habit. If there 
was anything really harmful in 
it, we would surely read some- 
thing of it in medical literature. 
It certainly develops the sali- 
vary glands which, it seems to 
me, is a great benefit. I will 
admit that I do not like to see 
too much gum chewing, and 
especially of the “aggressive” 
type, on street cars and in 
other public places, and I do 
wish that restaurant keepers 















would clean. the old wads 
the bottoms of their chai 
more often. 

Seriously, however, I an 
firmly of the opinion that there 
is much to gain and nothing 
to lose by encouraging ow 
children to “Chew, chew, for 
an hour or two” daily in the 
privacy of the home. By s 
doing they will undoubtedly 
get the attention of the “Big 
Boss.” He will send along 
plenty of lime salts and thos 
wonderful work shops in the 
jaws will be working over time, 
building up good, strong teeth 
which will last throughout life 
—as it surely was intended 
they should.

Nara ee Dental Welfare Week over the 
meta entire United States at one 
Rakes time will require an intensive 
organization, the like of which has never 
been attempted in our profession. 

Dentistry has reached the point where 
such an organizing movement is going to 
be successful. 

We have the splendid framework of 
the American Dental Association—the 
state and territorial associations, the dis- 
trict, city, county and village societies 
and the dental clubs, organizations that 
are all affiliated with the one great body. 

Every one of these affiliated societies 
has its oral hygiene committee. The oral 
hygiene committee must first be brought 
together. A definite plan of public in- 
struction must be adopted that will be 
adaptable to every community. A central 
bureau will compile and issue data, charts, 
plans of campaign and receive reports of 
progress from the various bodies. 
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Next the national, state, city and 
county health boards must be enlisted 
and all public health associations must 
be convinced and co-ordinated, because 
we can definitely show that the hygiene 
of the mouth plays an important part 
in the hygiene of the whole body. 

Of course, these far-seeing public health 
organizations will aid because we are 
actually doing a part of their work. 

In return, the dentist—personally and 
en masse—must more closely ally himself 
with the advance of public health. 

Dental Welfare Week could be ushered 
in by newspaper, magazine and movie 
publicity, exhibits—where material is ob- 
tainable—radio talks, window displays, 
lectures, placards in taxicabs, street cars, 
and many other places that will suggest

THE MOUTH AND TEETH AND THEIR RELATION 
TO GOOD HEALTH 
An unclean mouth invites disease while a clean mouth is 
a great protection against disease. You cannot always tell 
when your mouth is clean because very often the most scru- 
pulous care, regular brushing of the teeth after each meal, and 
frequent visits to the dentist only serve to make the mouth 
clean in those areas that we can see, while the use of the X-ray 
has helped us to find around the roots and in the deeper bony 
structure, chronic infection and abscesses that may continually 
pour disease germs into the system. 

There are many forms of disease germs that gain entrance 
into the human body through the mouth. Time will not permit 
going into detail as to the names of these germs or micro- 
organisms. 

These germs are found in diseased and unclean areas about 
the teeth and diseased pockets around the roots of teeth 
(pyorrhea), and in abscessed and infected areas at the apex 
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of the roots of devital (dead) teeth from which pulp (nerve) 
has been removed. There are literally millions of these germs 
constantly present in the human body. Of themselves under 
normal conditions they are harmless, but when combined with 
other micro-organisms and other disease producing germs in 
various parts of the body, where injury or sickness has weak- 
ened the normal resistence of that part, they are immediately 
changed from innocent bystanders into aggressive, virulent, 
destructive, and disease producing agents. 

Under favorable conditions endocarditis (heart disease), 
appendicitis (infection of the appendix), arthritis (rheuma- 
tism of the joints), neuritis (rheumatism or inflammation of 
the nerves), anemia (lack of red blood corpuscles), sciatica, 
stomach ulcer, eye infection (iritis, conjunctivitis, etc.), sin- 
usitis (infection of the antrum, nasal sinuses, frontal sinuses, 
etc.), infection of the glands, mental diseases, ear ache, and 
disturbances of the lungs, kidney, liver, intestinal diseases, 
etc., and general infection are sometimes caused by activities 
of di germs, which grow in unclean areas in and about 
the mouth and teeth. 

We do not wish to leave you with the idea that these dis- 
eases are always and only caused by diseased conditions and 
infection in and about the mouth and teeth. There are other 
organs and places in the human body that can become infected 
and carry infection through the system, such as tonsils, gall 
bladder, stomach, appendix, etc. But this talk to you has to 
do with the mouth and teeth. 

The teeth play a most ees yt in properly prepar- 
ing food for the nourishment of the body. They chew and grind 
the food (thus preparing it for proper digestion), assist in 
talking and improve the appearance. They should last to the 
end of life. You should chew all your food until it has been 
ground into very small particles and is thoroughly mixed with 
saliva and practically swallows itself. You cannot properly 
chew your food if your teeth are decayed, sore and tender. If 
many teeth have been lost, chewing of food cannot properly be 
done and indigestion and other ills may result. Teeth are 
lost by decay and loosening. Decay is caused by allowing food 
to remain about the teeth and by poor health. Teeth become 
loose from neglect, lack of proper.care and disease. 

HOW MAY WE HAVE GOOD TEETH? 

The responsibility for the growing of good teeth rests 
largely with mothers. Foundation for good teeth is controlled 
partly by the food children receive and by the care given chil- 
dren’s mouths and teeth before they are able to take care of 
themselves. 

Beside proper food and proper care, must also stand the 

uestion of proper use and exercise of the teeth. In these 
ys we eat too much soft foods, breakfast foods and mush 
that do not require vigorous chewing and so the teeth and jaws 
and mouth fail to develop properly. There is some reason in the 
belief that the evil effect of insufficient chewing may have 
something to with the presence of adenoids which are often 
the cause of ill health and mental backwardness in children. 
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The physical examination of school children shows that in 
most instances the teeth are in a decayed and unhealthy 
condition. _ 

Decayed teeth cause an unclean mouth. Toothache and

Neglect of the first teeth is a frequent cause of decay of 
the second teeth. as 4 iket 

If a child is not in good health, it can not keep up with its 
studies in school. It is more likely to contract any contagious 
disease, and it has not the proper chance to grow into a robust, 
healthy adult. 3 

If a child is taught to use a tooth brush in early life he 
will be apt to take proper care of the teeth throughout life. 
It is very important to establish cleanly habits. It is more 
important to brush the teeth than to wash the face. 7 

If a child’s teeth are decayed, it should be taken to a dentist 


at once. 
THE TEMPORARY TEETH 


There are twenty teeth in the temporary set, ten upper and 
ten lower. ‘These temporary or baby teeth must not aw 
lected, even though they do not last a lifetime. Their care 
and preservation prevents disease. They aid materially in the 
development of the jaws. Loss of temporary teeth before the 
permanent teeth are due to take their place leads to ill shaped, 
undeveloped jaws, which cause: (1) Crowded permanent teeth, 
(2) Growth of adenoids, (3) Mouth breathing, which may 
result in weakening the | and other trouble. 

The temporary teeth should be kept in good condition 
because: (1) They aid in the preparation of food for the 
stomach during the most important period of a child’s life. 
(2) If the temporary teeth are decayed or missing it is im- 
possible properly to chew the food, and digestion is impaired. 
(3) Decomposed food becomes lodged in decayed teeth increas- — 
ing the amount of decay and affecting the tissues surrounding 
the teeth, infection results which may be carried into the 
blood stream and cause disease in other parts of the body. 

Temporary teeth in ane condition protect the developing 
permanent teeth beneath them from infection. 

Proper chewing of food with full set of baby teeth giv 
exercise to the jaws that is needed in order that the jaws may 
grow large enough to accomodate the larger permanent teeth 
as they erupt. A child between two and five years of age 
may be given dry toast or hygienic crackers, without liquid, 
two or three times a day to assist in the development of the 
mouth and jaws. 

THE PERMANENT TEETH 

There are thirty-two teeth in the permanent set, sixtzen 
upper, and sixteen lower. 

THE SIX YEAR MOLAR : ) 

The four first permanent molars come just back of the 
baby teeth and appear when the child is ut six years of 

. These are considered the most important teeth we have. 
They are often destroyed by decay (which is caused by ne- 
glect), because they erupt at such an early age and are often 
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mistaken for part of the baby set. Watch for them. Guard | 
them carefully. Keep them clean. 
HOW TO CLEAN TEETH 


Remove all particles of food from between the teeth, using 
dental floss or a quill toothpick; being careful not to injure 
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the gums. 
, Brush the upper teeth downward, sweeping the bristles 
3 over the gums and pressing between the teeth. 


. Brush the lower teeth upward. 

Brush the uneven grinding surfaces vigorously in all direc-
